CABLE NEWS. 



France Protests Against Japan's An 
nexation of Formosa— Prospeots of 
New Chinese Loan. 



Bejection of an Important Section of 
Germany's Antl-Keyolu- 
tion BUI. 



London, May 10.— A dlspatoh from 
Shanghai Bays that Franoe has formally pro- 
toetod agatnes Japan annexing the island of 
Formosa and has preferred a number of 
prior olaims. Groat Britain is expooted to 
strongly resist the claim of Franco. 

A diBpatoh to tho Times from Paris aaya 
thab M. Hanotaux, minister of foreign 
affairB, has invited the leading finanoiors to 
meet Sunday to considor the impending 
Chinese loan, the fff j0 in which tho Bourse 
might co-oporato and the conditions on 
whioh Froneh capital might participate 

A despatch to the Standard from Madrid 
soys that Spain's adhesion to tho protest 
againBt the Japanese annexation of territory 
in Manchuria was promised only on condi- 
tion that they induce Japan to abandon 
Formosa. 

The Reichstag has rejected the commit- 
tee's amendments to paragraph 3 of the 
anti-revolution bill, whioh Is the chief sec- 
tion of that measure, and noxo the Reich- 
stag rojeoted paragraph 3 altogether. 

A dUpatch to the Times from Vienna 
say b there Is no danger now of an immodiato 
oriels, the Emperor Franols Joseph having 
decided in accord with the note of Count) 
Kolnoky, Imperial minister of Foreigh Af- 
fairs, that representations will be mado to 
the Vatican regarding the proceedings in 
Hungary of Monalgnor Agllardl, tho Papal 
Nuncio, at Vienna, who went about the 
country denouncing the eoolosiastioal bills. 

A dispatch to the Chroniolo from Paris 
says the government will be unable to any 
longer ignore a rebellion whioh is gaining 
ground all over France— a rebellion of the 
Church against the Scate, end the country 
is being divided into two camps. Only one 
bishop has bad the oourage to advocate sub- 
mission to the law, and he was 
promptly extinguished by Mb metropolitan. 
It Is an open Bsorot thab the Pope will not 
withhold the papal benediction from those 
who think it their duty to resist the droite 
acarolssoment. 

Thero was an oxoiting scene in the House 
of CommonB to-day. Sir Donald Home 
Macfarlano (Liberal), after receiving an ova- 
ulve reply to hia question as to when tho 
Crofters' bill would be taken up, stated 
that the Scotoh membora would with- 
draw their Bupport from the government, 
This caused the ohanoellor of the ex- 
chequer, Sir William Vernon Haroourt, 
to reply in a towering rage that lb would 
be open to the Scotch members to do as 
they pleased. Thereupon Mr. Donald Mac 
grogor, ' Liberal member for Inverness, re- 
torted, " are we to understand that the gov- 
ernment ia going to show the white feather 
to the opposition ! " The ohanoellor of the 
exchequer made no reply. 

THE SEALING QUESTION, 

Premier Turner Lodges With the Colonial 
Ollice the Formal Complaint of the 
BritlBh Columbia Interest 

London, May 10.— Hon. J. H. Turner, 
prime minister of British Columbia, to-day 
lodged with the Colonial office a long formal 
complaint made by the Canadian sealers 
against tho United States. Sir Charles 
Tupper, the Canadian high commissioner, la 
actively supporting the complaint with the 
Marquis of Ripon, tho colonial secretary. 

GIVING AWAY FRANCHISES. 

Importance of Municipalities Controlling 
Their Valuable Franchises. 

Taken togother, these figures show that 
the grons oarnlngs of corporations supplying 
gaa and electricity and having Btreet-oar 
privileges in Now York city exceed $35,000,- 
000 per annum. Their net earnings aro in 
excess of $14,000,000. The amountB paid 
by them into the treaeury of the city aro 
only nominal. The oarnlngs increase from 
year to yoar bocauso of tno growth of tho 
city. Competition among thorn is impoeal- 
ble, beoauao street railroads oannob bo paral- 
leled and it would bo unwiso and impracti- 
cable to attempb to ohartor now gas com- 
panies continually. Tho streets would be 
constantly torn open, and tho hoalth of the 
citizens endangered ; and then no sooner 
would they bo dosed up than tho two com- 
peting companies would enter into an alli- 
ance, either for nmintonanco of rates or for 
consolidation. This has boon the experience 
of Now York, and, in fact, of all great cities. 

Privuto competition being impossible, some 
kind of putlio control seomB desirable that 
would either keep tho charges down, bo that 
the returns would be reasonable, or that 
would Boauro to the treasury of the city the 
profits boyond f*ir interest on the capital. 
The figures given above show tho overwhelm- 
ing importance of control by the oity of its 
valuoblo franchises. — ["AChapter of Munici- 
pal Folly " by A. C. Bernholm in the May 
Century.]

CHINO JAPANESE WAE. 

The Offlcial History of tho Recent Trouble In 
the East From the United States 
Standpoint. 

Washington, May 10.— The State De- 
partment has just published an appendix to 
the volume of foreign relations of 1894, com- 
prising a history of the Chinese- Japanoso 
war. Our oonneotion in this matter first 
appears in a dispatch dated June 22, last 
year, from Mr. TJhl, acting secretary, to 
United States Minister SHI, ab Seoul, In 
whioh he says : " In view of tha friendly 
interest of the United States in the welfare 
or Korea and its people, you aro by direotion 
of the President instructed to use every 
possible effort for the preservation of poaoe- 
ful oonditiona." Mr. Sill replied thab ho 
would do as muoh as possible to further tho 
interests of peace. 

On July 2 the Korean minister hero ap- 
peared ab tho Stato Department and, by 
tho direction of his government, appealed 
to Secretary Gresham to oall a power- 
ful conference to prevent conflict?. 
On July 8 Mr. Sill cabled thab the 
Koroan minister ab Washington City had 
cabled hia government that Secretary 
Gresham had advised him to protest 
againab the demand of the Japanese minister 
for great reforms, mado under duress, and 
to notify the foreign ministers. Secretary 
Gresham very promptly oabled Baying that 
ho had told the Korean minister thab our 
government oould nob entertiin the proposal 
and did not advise Korea to protest and 
notify tho powers. 

On July 2 Seorotary Gresham Bent a long 
lebtor to Ambassador Bayard, at London, 
giving a statement of what had oocurred in 
Washington City, and the extent to whioh 
our government had exercised its good of- 
fioes in the interest of peace. 

On Ootober 6 Mr. Gosahen, the British 
charge d'affaires here, telegraphed from New 
London to ascertain whether the United 
States government would join with England, 
Germany, France and Russia in an interven- 
tion on the basis of tho guarantee of Korean 
independence and a war indemnity to Japan, 
but six days later Secretary Gresham re- 
plied that, while the President earnestly 
desired thab CUna ••jd Japan Bhould agree 
upon terms of peace alike honorable to both 
and nob humbling to Korea, he could not 
join the powers in an intervention, 

On November 23 Mr. Denby cabled, at 
the oxpenao of the Chinese government, an 
appeal to the President to do China tho 
great favor to intervene to stop tho war and 
re-establish peace,. -Vj r«ply k Mr. Greaham 
cablod on November 26, stating thab this 
country was willing to aot us peace mediator. 
At the same time he oabled Minister Dan a 
dispatch, In which he suggests thab the 
Japanese government might accept the offer 
of the United States as a mediator to seauro 
peace. , 

Two days later he oabled Mr. Don^y thab, 
while tho- President preferred to aot alone, 
he would act jointly with other powers if 
Japan consented to determine the amount of 
indemnity, Mr. Dun then cabled that, 
while China was willing to accept the United 
States' offer, the Japanese governmenb 
praotioally declined the offer. .. 

On November 17 the Japanese governmenb 
requests thab If China desires to approach 
Japan npon tho subject of peace it shall be 
done through the United States legation at 
Peking, to which Mr. Gresham assented. 
Some part of tho correspondence ab this 
point is devoted to a history of the attempb 
ab a settlement of the war through Mr. 
Dietring. 

HAWAIIAN MINISTER THURSTON. 

He Will Not Return to Washington-He 
Showed a Washington Newspapor Man 
His i'rlvate Correspondence. 

Honolulu, May 2 (per steamer Mariposa 
to San Franoiaco May 9.) — A letter demand- 
ing the recall of Minister Thuraton was read 
bo bhe executive session of the oouncil yes- 
terday. The lotter had gone paat Honolulu 
and beon taken by mistake to Hongkong, 
The ground of the objection to Thurston 
was confined to a single transaction. The 
solo offence alleged is that Thurston at tho 
Hawaiian legation showed a oorrospondenb 
private lottoru to himself from Honolulu. 
Ono particular letter oritlalsed Cleveland 
and GreBham for their attitude toward the 
January uprising. Gresham spoke to Thura- 
ton about tho matter. Thurston apologized, 
but declined to accede to Greaham'a request 
that the apology be in writing. Greaham'a 
lettor, dated Feb. 21, states in strong lan- 
guage that Thurston is no longer poraonally 
aooeptable to tho administration at Wash- 
ington City as Hawaiian minister. 

It is definitely settled that Thurston will 
not return to Waahington City. Ho has ro- 
Blgnod, and Frank Hastings, now in charge 
of tho Hawaiian logation, will probably bo 
promotod to bo miniater. A oabinot officer 
states that no retaliatory meaaures will be 
attempted so far as Minister Willis Is con- 
cerned. The Dolo cabinot la anxioua not to 
widon the broach with tho Cleveland admin- 
iatration. Thurston's friends say ho was be- 
trayed by a'newapaper correspondent who 
waB allowed to read private lottors, and 
then reported tho contents to Grosham, but 
did not publish statomentB refiooting on the 
president, • 

MANITOBA_SCHOOLS- 

Premier Greenway and Attorney-General Sir- 
ton Summoned to Ottawa by the 
Governor-General. 

WINNIPEG, May 10,— (Special) — It Is 
statod that Premier Gro6nway and Attornoy- 
Genoral Sifton will loavo for Ottawa next 
week. Tho rumor Is bhab tho lotter from 
Lord Abordoen summoned thoBO gontlomon 
to Ottawa to seo if somothing oould not be 
dono to cBcape tho difficulty creatod by the 
swooping torma of tho remedial ordor. 
Among tho national Bchool aupportora the 
reported visit of the miuistora to tho Eaat ia 
not rogarded with the BlIghteBb apprehen- 
sion.

from England intimating that the Imperial ' 
Ministry was willing bo give favorable oon- 
alderabion to certain suggested concessions 
on the part of Great Britain towards con- 
summating the nnion of Newfoundland and 
Canada, provided that the Newfoundland 
government party guarantee to perform 
their part of the contract, name- 
ly, to pass a measure through 
the legislature settling the French 
shore question satisfactorily to Great 
Britain and Franoe. A few years ago, when 
the Newfoundland delegates In" London 
agreed upon a convention Bottling -this ques- 
tion, the Newfoundland legislature, npon 
the return of the delegates, repudiated their 
action and rejeoted the convention. Now 
Great Britain wants a binding promise be- 
fore aobing. The Whlteway party will meeb 
to-morrow to discuss the matter and- will 
probably agree as required.' It 1 ,

DUERANT'S STATEMENT. 

He Will Make the Biggest Legal Battle In the 
History of the State-Additional 
Counsel Engaged. 

San Francisco, May 10. — An evening 
paper publishes a statement made by Theo- 
dore Durrant to a friend, in which the man 
charged with the murder of two girls in 
Emanuel churoh said that he would make 
the greatest legal battle in the history of 
the state, and expressed his confidence re- 
garding the outcome, predicting that he 
would soon be a free man. In addition to 
the three attornoys already engagod for the 
defence, Durrant has retained the well-known 
criminal lawyer George A. Knight, and says 
the oaBe will bo pushed to a, speedy trial. 

" There are a good many things against 
me," Durrant is quoted bb saying, " but I 
fear Harry Partridge, who testified that he 
had answered roll call for me on April 8, 
more than any other witness. If Partridge 
persists in his statements he will hang me, 
but my attornoys will see him, and perhaps 
he will change his mind. I did him many a 
good turn, and often answered roll call for 
him. I hope he won't continue against me." 
The prosecution does not understand Dur- 
rant'a fear of Partridge, whose testimony is 
corroborated. April 8 was the last day Dur- 
rant visited Minnie Williams in Alamoda, 
Durrant donloB that ho oll'tirod a ring to 
Oppenheimer, the pawnbroker, or anyone 
else. He says Oppenheimer is a tool of tho 
police, and haa frequently given similar testi- 
mony in other oases. Durrant is studying 
medical books, and says that on his release 
he will continue his course until graduation.

London, May 10.— Business at tho Lon 
don metal exohange this week has been on a 
soale unequalled since tho operations of the 
French copper syndicate in 1892. 

An official roport on tho oondition of tho 
orops in Hungary on May 1, shows that the 
condition of wheat is satisfactory. Rye la 
not up to the average. The condition of 
barley is good. 

Addreaalug tho iron and steal inatitut 
Mr. Androw Carnegio oxpresuod tho con 
vlotion that a long time would elapse btforo 
the Japanese and Chinese would approach 
tho western nations in skill in the manulao 
tare of iron and steel; bub he added he waB

coed in the textile industries. 

Chicago, May 10 — Tho Tribune aays : 
The American people, it is likely, will be 
forced to contribute a large Bum to the 
coffers of the leather trust unless present 
conditions aro ohanged. Tho trust controls 
90 per oont. of the dry hide stock in tho 
country. It has marked up prices faster 
and further than they havo ever risen beforo 
in the same time. Thero is a roasou for the 
advance in croen hide leather. It lies In 
the aoaroity of cattle. Jobbers and manu 
faoturers believe thero is no such scarcity as 
to dry hides, and they think tho advance in 
leather made by them Ib the first grand coup 
attempted by the trust since it camo into 
existence. They say it has sucoecdod to a 
point that aasurcB the trust a profit of 51, 
000,000 a month.

Trouble in the Hawaiian Cabinet Over the Bis 
position of the Political Prisoners. 



Honolulu, May 2. — Thero is aaid to bo a 
rupture in the oablnet over the diapoBb ion 
of the rebel prisoners. President Dole and 
two other ministers favor releasing all but 
the loaders, and two ministers demand pun 
ishment of all. Ex Queen Llliuokalani Is 
tired of confinement, and her attorney is 
preparing a writ of habeas corpus for her 
liberation. 

Secretary Gresham's letter on the oase of 
J. F. Bowler, oonvioted of participating in 
the recent revolt and sentenoed to five years 
at hard labor, was laid beforo tho council. 
Secretary Gresham states that the United 
States government cannot interfere, and in 
giving reasons calls attention to the faot that 
Bowler had taken the oath of allegiance re 
quired for becoming a naturalized oltlzen of 
Hawaii. " By taking it," the letter says, 
" he obligated himself to support tbe gov 
ernmeut of his adoption oven to tho excent 
of fighting Its battles in the event of war be- 
tween it and tho country of hia origin. Ho 
conld not bear true allegianoe to both gov- 
ernments at tho same time. The President 
direotB that you Inform Bowler that ho is 
not entitled to the protection of the United 
States, and that in similar oases you will be 
guided by tho views herein expressed." 

This aotlon of the U. S. state depart 
rnent evidences no disposition to interfere in 
behalf of prlsonerB, a possibility that has 
generally been rumored of late. It is not at 
all probable that England will take aotlon or 
that any menacing attitudo will bo assumed

THE BUDGET 8PBBOH, 

The papers that oameby Thursday night's 
mall contained a full roporb of tho Hon. Mr. 
Foster's budget apeooh. It is a dear, 
•traightforward, manly utterance. Ib is 
alio hopeful and cheerful. Although times 
have been bad, and the Treasury receipts 
■mailer than bad been expooted, tho Minis- 
ter of Fin&noe is not in the least discouraged. 
Ho sees clearly that tho small revenue Is not 
owing to the poverty of tho country, but to 
the reductions of taxation that havo recent- 
ly been made. Although the depression has 
been general Canada's trade has nob lan- 
guished, A short extraot from the speeoh 
shows that very olearly. Mr. Foster said : 

Taking 1889, when the wave of depres- 
sion oommenoed to float over the world, the 
exports from Canada amounted to §89,000,- 
000, whllsb last year they reaohed §117,500,- 
000, or an Increase of S28,500,0O0 during 
that period. Last year tho exports wero 
$117,500,000, the largest of any year since 
confederation with the exception of 1893, 
when they were §118,500,000. Bub if the 
House took into consideration the docroase 
In price, it was evident and oould nob be 
gainsaid that the volume or bulk of exports 
last year was the highest since Confedera- 
tion. Take tho matter of imports. In 1889 
they amounted to §109.500,000. Last year 
they amounted to §113,000,000, an increase 
in the period of §3,500,000, nob 
taking into aocounb the decreased prices, 
and consequently there was an increased 
volumo or bulk. Ho (Mr. Foster) declared 
that the volume of trade in 1894, taking ex- 
ports and imports, was as high as of any pro- 
ceding year In the history of Confederation, 
and that if the prices had been equal to what 
they were flvn years ago even the trado 
returns of last year would be In value, what 
they wero in bulk and volume, the largest o£ 
any of tho years during which the Dominion' 
had been carrying on business. 

This every thinking man in tho oountry 
muBb admit is a most encouraging abatement. 
The country whioh, in years of depression, 
when all the world was crying out aboub the 
hard times, inoreaBed its exports by over 
twenty-eight millions and its imports by 
more than three millions, must necessarily be 
In a thriving condition. Both tho exports 
and the importB of Great Britain havo since 
1890 decreased— the exports §235,000,000 
and tho importB §00,000,000. Yob very few 
In tho Old Country are in tho dumps about 
this decrease in trado. Had British trade 
during the period of depression increased in 
tho Bamo proportion as that of Canada has 
done, British statesmen and British mer- 
chants would bo jubilant. They would Bay, 
and eay truly, tint the country whoso trado 
could increase under suoh depressing 
conditions at such a consldorablo rate must 
bo, as rogarda its business, in an unuBually 
healthy condition and need not fear to look 
tho futuro bravely and confidently In the 
faoe, 

It requires no argument, aftor theBo factB 
with rogard to tho trade of tho Dominion 
are known, to provo.that If there had not 
been largo reduotlonB of taxation the re- 
venue, if tho expenditure had nob been 
very largely inoroasod, would havo been 
Buffiolenb to moot all tho requirements of 
the Government — and thero nun boon no 
large increase of expenditure. It will be 
satisfactory to see what Mr. Foster haB to 
say about tho deoroaso of taxation and its 
effeot upon tho revenue : 

Tho customs collection in 1888 9 was §5 
per hoad ; tho customs collection In 1893 4 
was §3 82 per hoad, or a roduotion of §1. 19 
per hoad of the pooplo on tho amount p'lid 
by thorn for this purpose from 1889 to 1893. 
And yot tho importB in 1893-4 woro larger 
than tho importB of 1888-9. Taking tho 
percentage of imports, dutiable and free, for 
homo consumption In 1888 9 it was 21.65 per 
cent,, while In 1893-4 It had boon reduced 
to 17-3 per cent., a deoroaso of 4J por cent, 
on tho rato of ouBtoms imports in thoso 
years. Lob thorn take tho aotual dutioa ool- 
looted on §119,500,000 of imports in 1889, 
namoiy §23,720,784, and thodubios colleotod 
upon §113,000,000 in 1893 4, whioh amounted 
to §19,119,000, and they have a saving upon 
tho largor importation amounting to §4,007,- 
754 in customs imposts. That roduotion 
had boon going on in taxation. If the same 
peroontago of ouatoms, 21 05, which was 
collootod in 1889 90 had been oolleatod every 
year ainoo then thoro would havo been paid 



in in oustoma dutioa §125,000,000. A« it 
was there was paid in §107,900,000, being a 
■aving to the people of §17,100,000 by tho 
roduotion in the tax rate from 21.65 per 
cent, to 17.13. 

Ib is evident, then, if thore had been no 
reduotlon of taxation and if the Imports had 
oontinuod to bo what they were, there would 
nob only ba no deflolb Iaeb year or thiB 
year, bub a very considerable surplus. Thero 
may bo somo who will conoludo that under 
tho circumstanoea the defioit is tho better 
thing of bhe two. To lighten the people's 
burdens during a period of deproBsion was 
most judicious, even though the reduotlon 
did prodnoo a deficit. 

But tho Finance Minister haB no idea of 
piling deficit on deficit. He believes in tho 
polioy of making both enda meet, and he, by 
cutting down expenditure and adding slight- 
ly to the taxes, has provided the meana to 
bring about that reault. Ho bslievoB that 
the good times are noar, but hoprefers to take 
no risks. If he gets moro money than 
he expects it will bo very easy to take off 
the taxes whioh ho now asks Parliament to 
impose, bub lb would not be easy to mako 
good another deficit or to repair the injury 
whioh ib would do to tho credit of tho 
oountry. 

Mr. Foster has shown beyond the ehadow 
of a doubt that the Dominion is in a pros- 
perous oondltion. Let the oroakera croak 
us they may, and the calamity howlers boaa 
dismal aa their capacity to bo miserable por- 
mlta, but no matter how loud thoir lamen- 
tations may bo they cannot cause hoalbhy- 
mindod Canadians to forget that during a 
period of groat and general depression the 
trado of thoir oountry <vent on inoreaslng. 



BYE-ELEOTION RESULTS. 

A lie, no matter how impudent it may bo 
or how improbable, when ib ia once pub- 
lished is certain to travel far and to be often 
repeated. A Grit editor in New Bruna- 
wlok, who ought to have known better, as- 
serted that since the death of Sir John 
Maodonald the Conservatives have not won 
a single seat from tho LiberalB bub have lost 
several to thorn. This yarn was repeated 
by brother Grits, and, singular to relate, 
admitted to be true by an influential Con- 
servative paper in Ontario. The truth is 
that ainoe the death of Sir John Macdonald 
the Conservatives have won seventeen seata 
from the Liberals, while they have loBt only 
four to the Liberala. The four seats bo won 
by the Grita were Riohelleu, L'lBlet, Winni- 
peg and Antigoniah. The seventeen seats 
bo won by the Conaervativea were : Lennox; 
Queen's, N.B. (by deoision of courts) ; Sou- 
langc8 ; North Viotoria ; Eaat Bruoe ; Eaab 
Haabings ; South Ontario; West Huron; 
East Simooe ; London ; South Perth ; 
Monok ; West Northumberland ; East York; 
L'Aasomption ; Pontiao, and Marquette, 
to whioh should be added Montmorenoy 
and Chlcoutimi, making in all 19 Beats won 
by the Conservatives from the Opposition 
Blnce the death of the old chieftain. Deduct- 
ing from thiB Conservative gain tho four 
seata won by the Grits in the same time, 
leaves a net gain to the Government since 
tho death of Sir John Macdonald of 15 seats, 
or 30 voteB on a division of the houBe. 

It is "moat singular that tho Grit editors 
could not remembor the series of defeats 
which their party sustained after tho gon- 
oral eleotion of 1891. The Times, we see, 
following its UBual tactics of suppressing the 
truth, in its iBaue of yesterday published tho 
four Grit gains but did nob Bay ono word 
about the nineteen on the Conservative side. 
Thia la our contemporary'a way of giving ita 
reader a Information. 



THE AMERICAN JINGOES. 

The agony about Nicaragua ia over. The 
Amorioan jingoes have screamed in vain. 
They have shown that their hysterical tall 
talk has no effect whatever on Great Britain 
and that it haB not bad tho slightest influ- 
ence on bhoir own Government. Sensible 
AmerioanB, too, liBten to them with oon- 
tempb and indignation, and they aro not 
backward In giving expression to what they 
feel. Tho Now York Times says thia about 
tho uproar thoy raised : 

Ou this Bide of tho ocoan tho fuss made 
has been purely political. Ib has reflected 
noroalpublio opinion, bocauBO thore waa 
nono to nfloob. Tho groab body of tho 
American people havo gono aboub thoir 
business with entiro confidence that their 
Government would do ita full duty and no 
moro. Thoy saw no ovidonco that Great 
Britain was orcoodlng its righta or had any 
intention of permanently occupying Central 
American territory, and they know that if 
that Government manifested any such in- 
tention our own Government would assort 
tho rights of tho United States and maintain 
thorn without any promp'ing from tho pub- 
lic, A certain number of fluent newspaper 
writers and of " uncommonly anxious " poli- 
ticians woro howling againBt our Govern- 
ment for not resenting an imaginary wrong 
and dofending a purely mythical right, bub 
thoir howling only meant that thoy wero 
Republicans who wanted tho offices now 
hold by Domoorats, or, aa in tho osbo of 
Sonator Morgan, that thoy wore disappoint- 
ed and spiteful onomies of tho Administra- 
tion. The " manifestations " in the Legis- 
latures of New York and Connoctloub had 
tho same significance. 

This Isjwhat tho Argonaut saya aboub tho 
rantors and thoir proteges : 

Tho Argonaut is a pretty good Amorioan 
paper. Whatovor its other faulta may bo, 
no ono haa ovor accused lb of a lack of 
Americanism. Bub we do nob like aham 
AmorioanUm. And tho attompt of the 
daily papers, with their columns of twaddlo, 
to embroil tho United States In thia (Maputo 
botwoen Groat Britain and Nicaragua 
BtrikoB ua as boing sham Americanism. 

All this warlike talk aboub tho Monroe 
dootrino is Bound and fury, signifying no- 
thing. Tho Monroo docbrino has nob yot 
beon ossailod by Groab Britain. In any 
ovenb, ib dooB not make thia oountry the 
wob-nnrao of all tho mowllDg and puking 
Spanish Amorioan infants in tho lands to the 
south of us. In thia world thoro aro no 
righta without attondanb dutiea. If ib ia 
our duty to dofend tho Spanish-American 
ropublios whon they aro attacked, lb la our 
right to oxpoot aid from thorn whon wo are 
Involved In war. Bub would wo reoolvo 
auoh aid ? We think wo seo Mexico, Central 
Amorioa and South America springing to the 
assistance of thia country if sho wero attaok- 



ed by a European power or coalition of 
powers'. Chile, in particular, would be a 
moat enthusiastic ally, and so would Mexloo, 
whom we trampled on in 1840. 

The New York Sun, the greatest jingo of 
them all, when it saw the British In posses- 
sion of a Nicaraguan seaport was filled with 
patrlotio indignation whioh found vent in the 
following outburst : 

" Oh for on hour of a Jaokaon to meet 
British insolonoeand a Maicy to hold 'sweet 
converse' with a Puuncefote for briefest 
time ! Bub the doed ia done. The bandit 
flag of perfidious Albion now fliea on Nloa- 
raguan soil. Her long cherished purpose has 
beon 'accomplished. The western outpost of 
tho propoBod Nloaraguan oanal ia now 
securely in her possession. The deportation 
of tho man Hatch was an inoidont that bub 
hastened the fruition of her far-reaching de- 
signs. Nicaragua, having refused to com- 
ply with Britain's domands, may continue 
to do 80 indefinitely, acd that ia all that 
England wants. It makes her occupation 
permanent. And thiB realization has been 
permitted by one eleotod to guard and to 
defend tho honor, to maintain and koep in- 
violate tho interests of tho United Statea. 
Tho inoidont may cost a sea of blood and un- 
told treasure in the not distant futuro. Sir 
Julian Pauuoofoto may well now claim an 
earldom from his sovereign. His grateful 
oountry would applaud auch recognition. 

"In the stress of oivil war in 18G1 Eogland 
gave ub aoven daya in whioh to mako repar- 
ation for tho Trent affilr. To day, when 
wo assume to bo a groat power, Bho gives ua 
not a whit moro consideration. Is if. the 
fault of our pooplo themselvoa or of our 
chosen rulers ?" 

Tho British have loft Corinto. Tho §75,- 
000 indemnity will be paid and the South 
acd Contral American Republics havo beon 
taught a lesson whioh thoy needed vory bad- 
ly. Tho tremendous results prediotod by 
the exoitod Sun will novor oomo to pasa. Sir 
Julian Paunoefoto will not gst an ourldom. 
Matters will go on pretty much in the old 
hum-drum way, and in a few years thoso who 
want to know the date of the Nloaraguan epl- 
sode will have to searoh the records, and in 
them it will oocupy bub a very small apace.

Ho 
pointod oub how tho missionaries wore ex- 
pected by the ohuroh discipline to impress 
upon pooplo tho noceaaity of keeping out of 
debt, whilo at the aamo time thoy had not 
sufficient to livo upon. Tho churoh muat 
take a stand, and its ministers ehould no 
longer bo left In tho poaition of beggara. 

Rev. S. S Oitorhout talkod upon Indian 
mieaion work on tho ooaat and said that the 
potlatoh waa ono of the groatoab barriors to 
Christianity. To do away with tho pot- 
latch waa to do away with hoatheniam. 

Rav. Jaa. Woodaworth, superintendent of 
missions for Manitoba, tho Northwest and 
British Columbia ooniorences, apoko of horilo 
missions, holding that, as with the individu- 
al, tho responsibility of tho ohurch was tho 
moasuro of its ability. It should pay for 
what it undortook to do. Ho did not ad- 
vocate a retrograde stop; but tho position of 
affairs ought to bo thoroughly appreciated

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METHODIST CONFERENCE. 



Generous Offer From Mr. H. A. Mas- 
Bey to Help the Columbian 
College. 



Centennial Church Trustees Ask to 
He Believed of Their Ee- 
spoiisibilities. 



Ab the opening of yesterday morning's 
Boaaion of the Methodist oonferenoe Rev. T. 
W. Hall brought up theBabjeot of missions. 
He quoted from the report of Rev. Dr. 
Sutherland, general mission secretary, on 
bis return last year to Toronto after visiting 
the Paoifio Coast. The report in touching on 
mission work in general Id this provinoe 
stated that Dr. Sutherland did not find as 
lively a mission spirit as he would have liked. 
This waB not the fault of the ministers ; 
they were loyal to their work, but the peo- 
ple did not seem to look abroad enough. 
Their interest was rather local. Then, as 
ho had heard It expressed when ho was 
here, " the people wero too olose to 
mission work to tako|much stock in it." He 
found some congregations too burdened 
with costly church buildings that they bad 
erected, to contribute to mission work, and 
bo believed that one great reason for the 
want of interest was the laok of effort) to 
placo before the people facta and figures as 
to what was boing done in tho mission field. 
The reporb also stated thub'bhe diBtriots 
were too much cut up, and for this reuaon 
some were too small to ho self-supporting. 
Incidentally it was stated that living was 
high in the interior of the province, but in 
Viotoria and moBt parts of Westminster 
district as cheap as in Ontario. 

This was recoivtd with deaidod murmurs 
of dissent from many members of the con- 
ference. 

As to Indian work in Viotoria, the report 
favored the ohanging of tho mission from 
Herald street to the bottom of Fisgard 
street, with rooms for a permanent mission- 
ary and a caretaker, and with provision for 
especially looking after Indian girls com- 
ing from outside tho city. The 
Coqualeetz* instituto ab CnilHwaok was re- 
ferred to in terms of praise as to the good 
work accomplished at the school. An in- 
crease of the per capita grant from the Do- 
minion government was much wanted, as 
there wero 80 pupils and a gront for only 
fifteen. 

This report wos referred to the missions 
committee. 

Rev. Mr. Turner and Rev. J. Hall were 
appointed a committee to arrange for changes 
in arrangements for filling pulpits on Sun- 
day. 

The trouble at the Centennial church was 
brought up by the reading of a lettor from 
thb board of trustoea to lasb year's president 
asking him to bring the oase beforo the con- 
ference. 

The letter, which was signed by the secre- 
tary of tho trustee board, Mr. Jay. Gray, 
stated that " In const quenco of the unfor- 
tunate appointment of Rev. Joseph Hall to 
the church its financial condition has became 
entirely demoralized." The utter disregard 
by the quarterly church board of fulfilling 
the agreement between them and the trus- 
tees had shaken the confidence of tbe latter 
in the principal officers of the church, and 
the trustees therefore ask to be relieved of 
their responsibilities. 

Re?. Joseph Hall, without going into the 
subject, simply moved that tho communica- 
tion be referred to the ohuroh property com- 
mibbee. It being considered beab the Rev. 
Mr. Hall should not bo upon the committee, 
it was decided to reconstitute the committee 
appointed yesterday. The nominating com- 
mittee therefore had tho appointment of the 
ohuroh property committee referred to them 
and brought in the following nameB : 
President of Conference, Revs. A. E. Green, 
0. Ladner, T. W. Hail, J. A. Wood, J. C. 
Spenoer ; Messrs. James Haggart, G. R. 
Ashwell, A. C. Wells, Jomes Cunningham, 
Professor Odium, James Tuttie and A. E. 
Carter. This was adopted. 

For the nominating committee Sheriff Mc- 
Millan explained that the greatest care had 
been taken to put on the new church 
property committee nomea of members who 
were not interested on either side. This 
enmmittoe then had the communication of 
the ohuroh reforred to them with power to 
call for personB and papers. 

It was decided to havo a Sunday observ 
unce committee, and the nominating com 
mittee were asked to name ono. The build 
ing of a parsonage at Duncan to roplaco that 
of Maplo Bay waa aleo referred to committee 

The afternoon session had no sooner 
opened than Rov. Mr. Baer, on a question 
of privilege, reverted to tho resolution 
brought in by Rev. E. RobBon on Thursday 
morning advorae to canvassing for confer 
cdco elections. 

Rev. Mr. Bsor remarked that ho did not 
feel altogether right as to tho way the ques 
tion had been dropped. He had heard bis 
name used by brethren both beforo and 
since he had come to tho conference in con 
nection with tho praatice oondemned by tho 
reeolution, and he could not remain under 
suoh an imputation. UnlesB it was dealt 
with in aomo way bo that he waa cither 
condemned or cleared, ho must 
abaonb himsolf from tho Sunday 
love foaat. Ho had a statement 
to make, but not publicly, and would move 
that a special committee bo appointed to 
hear Rov. E RobBon'a chargoB, if he had 
any. ThiB should bo done or tho resolution 
passed on Thursday reEcinded. 

Mr. W. T. Cooksley bolioved Rev. Mr. 
Boer to bo out of ordor. Rov. Mr. Robeon's 
resolution had nob boon spread on the min- 
utes, and theroforo oould not bo doalt with 

The President deoided that the matter 
was one of privilege, whilo Rov. Joseph Ha 
held that if tho motion was oub of order it 
meant that a man oould bo aubjeoted to 
slanderous imputations without recourse. 

Rev. E. Ronton had brought no charge 
against any one. His resolution was only 
aimed against a custom or usag 
and no brother's namo would havo 
boon oonneoted with ib if It had 
paoeod without diaoussion. Ho made no 
ohargea and if tho conference passed Rov. 
Mr. Baer'a resolution it would exceed its 
jurisdiction. To make a man appoar beforo 
a court and givo his reaaonB for u motion woa 
nob within tno power of this conference. If 
tho resolution passed any brother was Bub 
jeot to a tribunal outside tho jurisdiction of 
tho church and to bo put under prossuro to 
givo his reasonB for moving a resolution. 

Rov, Coverdale Watson was of opinion 
that wholher Rov. Mr. Robson'a motion had 
been intended to wound anyono or not— ind 
whilo he (Mr. Wutson) imputed no motive — 
lb oould nob fail to bo under tho suspicion 
that it waB itself brought In from a political 
motive. To reatoro harmony the matter had 
hotter go to a committee 

Rev. Mr. Botts did not think Rev. Mr. 
Robson'a namo should ho connootod with the 
resolution. 

Rov. Josoph Hall said that if oars had not 
boon opon to slanderous reports there would 
have been no resolution brought in at all. 

Rov, Mr. Botts advised a committee by 
all means, and let anyono who liked appear

before it. Rev. Mr. Robaon's name Bhould, 
however, bo no more connected with the 
reeolution than that of any other member of 
the conff-renoe. 

Rov. Mr. Baor waa not attacking Rev. E. 
Robaon. It was only to clear himself he 
was aoting. It had been intimated to him 
yesterday that hla statements h»d aomo 
what the appearanoe of a confeBsion of guilt. 
Ho had bten charged by a brothor with 
wire-pulling since bo came to tho confer 
once, and the resolution therefore aeomed to 
point to him, as he had heard of no other 
brother being so accused. He had been 
oharged with being a momber of a party 
with not very creditable purposes. Others 
might think he was aimed at. Ho wanted 
k committee to deal with his case. A bro- 
ther had said to him, " I was given to un- 
derstand that neither Mr. Maitland nor Mr. 
Bior wbb to have any position in the oon- 
ferenoe this year." The storm was now be- 
ginning to brew. Let it oome on now and 
dear the air. He was acoused of being a 
member of a party to keep the elder broth 
ren oub of positions, and ib was to invest! 
gate this slander that he asked for the com 
mittee. 

Prof. Odium said that no one had a right 
to say that Mr. Robson'a reeolution was aim 
od at any one. His reason for bringing Ib in 
was between him and his God. 

Rov. Mr. Maitland said ho had boon in- 
formed by a brother that ono man brought 
tho franchise of a certain district in his voat 
pookob. He (Mr. Maitland) had heard him 
self spoken of aa associated with Rov. Mr. 
Baer in a aort of combine. Something must 
be done. 

Sheriff McMillan thought too much was 
being made of a very small affair. Nobody 
Bhould feel aggrieved at a principle being 
laid down to govern the conforonoe. 

Finally Prof. Odium moved that a com 
mittee bo formed to rocoivo any statements 
in regard to the subject of the Thursday 
morning resolution, to examino into all the 
faots, and to oall witnesses and reporb to the 
conference 

Rov. Mr. Baer withdrew his motion and 
that of Prof. Odium was adopted, the com 
ndttee named being oomposed of Rev. T. 
W. Hall, Rov. C. Bryanb, Rev. C Watson, 
Messrs. James Tuttie and C. Spenoer. 

Rev. J. H. White next presented the report 
of the Columbian Methodist college board 
The attendance of pupils during tho year 
averaged 44, 26 being males and 18 fomalos. 
The progress of pupils had been good and 
their .health satUfactory. An increased at- 
tendance was looked for next year. The 
deficit) on the work for the last eighb months 
waB $1,574, the net average monthly deficit 
being $102 35. For the year the revenue 
was estimated at $4,883 25, with an oxpen 
dlture of $6,806 75. Againab thia wero 
grants and subscriptions amounting 
$1,787 bringing the neb deficit for the year 
down to $929. 12. Tho board placed before 
tho oonference a acherne for securing a most 
dosirable property at Westminster for 
a pormanent college. The grounds and 
specially suitable buildings now on it were 
offered for $15 000— only a fourth of their 
real value. Adding to the $15,000 th 
other liabilitiea of the college tho Bum of 
$22,180 was needed to carry out the scheme 
Of this Mr. H. A. Massey, of Toronto, 
offered $10,000, provided the other $12,186 
were raised. The local committee had 
already seoured subscriptions for $3,000, so 
that only $9,000 remained to be procured 
The board had an option on the proporty 
for thirty days, during whloh ib was hoped 
the full amount would bo forthcoming. This 
would pub the oollege in a good position at 
or C3. Otherwise as a critical period had 
come it was likely to fall. 

Rev. Joseph Hall moved a resolution ex 
presaivo of the appreciation of the confer 
enoe of the importance of securing the pro 
perty and the necessity of urging the whole 
ohuroh to strive to complete the sum re 
quired. 

Rev. Mr. Betts showed that in having a 
plaoe of their own the oollege would save 
$1,200 a year In rent and interest, and the 
institution would then support itsolf. 

Rev. E. Robson pointed oub that the 
general corfarence having made tho college 
a connectional institution would give an 
annual eduoational grant and would allow 
bhe whole of the educational fund raised 
here to go to tho college. 

After a number of membors had spoken in 
hearty approval of thesahome, subscriptions 
were taken up among the conference mem- 
bers with the result that the sum was 
brought past tho $4,000 mark before ad- 
journment. • 

During the day Rev. Mr. McEwan, of the 
Emmanuol Btptist ohuroh, visited the con 
ference and waB invited to Bib as a corres- 
ponding membor.

THE YOUNG SEIGNEUR 

His chiof occupation in the daytimo 
was to stand on tho bench by tho small 
barrod •window and watch tho pigoous 
on tho roof and in tho oavos of tho hos 
pital opposite. For fivo yoars ho had 
dono this, and it was tho ouo thing in 
his wbolo lifa during that timo which 
had a charm for him. Evory change of 
weather and season was registered there 
as plainly as if ho could soo tho surface 
of tho world. In tho sunimor tho slates 
soomod to havo a great firo bonoath 
thorn, for a quivering hot air roso up 
from thorn, and tho pigeons never alight- 
ed on thoni savo in tho early morning or 
in tho evening.

lost his lifo. Ho remomborod that they 
had played cards far into tho night; 
that they had quarroled, then mado 
thoir peace again; that tho others had 
loft; that they had begun playing cards 
and drinking again, and thon all was 
blurred, savo for a vaguo reflection 
that ho had won all tho money Vigot 
had and had pockotod it. Thon camo a 
blank. Ho waked to find two officers of 
tho law besido him, and tho body of 
Jean Vigot, stark and dreadful, a fow 
foot away 

When tho officer put thoir hands upon 
him, he shook them off. Whou thoy 
did it again, ho would havo fought thoni 
to the death had it not boon for his 
friond, tall Medallion, who laid a 
strong hand on his arm and said, 
"Stoady, Converse, steady I" and ho had 
yioldod to tho firm, friendly pressuro. 

Medallion had left no stone unturned 
to cloar him at tho trial, had himsolf 
playod dotoctivo uucoasingly, but the 
hard facts remained thoro, and on a 
chain of circumstantial ovidunco Louis 
Converso, tho young soignour, was sent 
to prison for ton yoars for manslaugh- 
ter.

Ho turned from them, and as ho did 
so ho saw a woman looking at him from 
a cornor of tho oourtroonj with a 
straugo, wild oxprossion. At tho mo- 
mont ho saw no moro than an excited, 
bowildored faco, but afterward this faco 
camo and went boforo him, flashing in 
.and out of dark places in a mocking 



Bort of way. As ho wont from the 
courtroom another woman mado her 
way to him in spite of tho guards. It 
was tho little chemist's wife, who years 
bofore had boon his fatlior's housekeeper, 
who had boon prosent when he first 
opened his eyos on tho world. 

''My poov boy I My poor boy 1" sho 
said, olasping his manacled hands. 

Ho kissod her on tho ohook, without a 
word, and hurriod on into his prison, 
and tho good world was shut out. In 
prison ho rofusod to soo all visitors, oven 
Medallion, tho littlo chemist's wife, 
and tho good Father Fabro. Lottors, 
too, ho refused to accept and read. Ho 
had no contact, wished no contact, with 
tho outor world, but lived his hard, 
lonely life by himsolf, silout, brooding, 
Btndious, for now books woro to him a 
pleasure. And ho wroto, too, but nover 
to any soul outsido tho prison. This life 
had nothing to do with tho world from 
which ho camo, and ho meant that it 
should not 

So porfoot a prisonor was ho that the 
wardors protected him from visitors, 
and ho was novor but once or twice 
starod at, and thon ho saw nothing, 
hoard nothing. Ho had ontorod his pris- 
on a wild, exoitablo, dissipated youth, 
and ho had become a mature, quiet, 
cold, brooding man. Fivo years had 
dono the work of 20. Ho lived tho lifo 
of tho prison, yet ho was not a part of 
it, nor yot was ho a part of tho world 
without. And tho faco of tho woman 
who lookod at him so strangely in the 
courtroom haunted him now and thon, 
so that at last it bocanio a part of his 
real lifo, which was lived largoly at the 
window, whoro ho lookod out at tho 
pigoous on tho roof of tho hospital. 

"Sho was sorry for mo, ' ' ho said many 
a timo to himsolf. Ho was sorry for 
himsolf, and ho was shaken with misery 
often, so that ho rocked to and fro as ho 
sat on his bed, and a warder heard him 
cry out oven in tho last days of his im- 
prisonment, "O God, canst thou do 
ovory thing but speak?"

A POINT IN PEACTICE. 

Mr. Justice Drake Dismisses the Summon" 
In Macdonald v. Metropolitan 
Church Trustees. 

Yesterday in Chambers Mr. Justice 
Drake gave the following judgment on a 
point of practioe in Maodonald v. tho 
Metropolitan Church Trustees : 

The plaintiff took the last step In this 
aotion on the 16th day of April, 1894, by 
amending his statement of claim. The de- 
fendant now moves to dismiss the aotion for 
want of prosecution. Tho plaintiff contends 
that a month's notice under rule 749 ahould 
bo given, which says tho party who doolroa 
to proceed shall glvo a month's notice of his 
intention to proceed. The defendant's con 
tention is that these words mean taking a 
step towards judgment and not taking a stop 
to get rid of the action ; dismissing an 
aotion is asking for judgment for costs. 

" The rulo itself iu taken from tho Hilary 
term rules of 1851), rulo 176 ; tho practice 
then in existence to get rid of an aotion was 
either to oompel tho plaintiff to proceed to 
trial by giving him notice to try at tho noxt 
sitting, to be holdon twenty days from ser. 
vice of notice — or by entering judgment of 
non proB. after four days' notioe to proceed. 
There aro other mothods now for getting rid 
of a pending action ; tho defendant may Bet 
down tho aotion himself, or he can apply to 
dismise for want of prosecution. He has 
taken the latter step, and in my opinion lb 
is a proceeding In the aotion and requires a 
month's notioe, and the cases of Lord vs. 
Hilliard, 9 B. and C. 021, and Metcalfe vb. 
Hetherlngton, 3 H. and N. 755, support 
this view. I dismiss the summons with 
coats to plaintiff in causo."

lucomiDgr Steamers Bring No Word of 
the Overdue Missionary Boat 
"Glad Tidings." 



The Dominion Government Urged by 
Conference to institute a 
Search for Her. 

The missionary steamer Glad Tidings, 
whloh left Fort Simpson ten days ago for 
this oity — having on board the delegates 
from the Northern distriob to the present 
session of the Methodist conference— has 
not been heard of since she pasBed Namo, 
50 miles this Bide of Bella Bella, on the 2nd 
Inatant. Grave anxiety as to her aafoty Is 
now freely expressed, and the oonferenoe 
yesterday telegraphed to Ottawa a request 
that the Dominion Government oharter a 
Bpeolal steamer immediately to searoh for 
the delayed venaol. It is now stated that 
the Glad Tidings was in no condition for tho 
long trip down, and there is more than one 
fact in this conneotion that la the roverso of 
reassuring, 

Whon the atoamer left Forb Simpson she 
was leaking ; her engines were working 
badly and had been for somo time ; and her 
cylinder hoad had blown out and been 
temporarily ropsired with a blook of wood. 
Tho point at which the stoamor was last 
heard from — between Bella Bella and Alert 
Bay — is noted, too, for its rough water, and 
if a storm was encountered there by tho 
crippled steamer soriouB consequences could 
hardly but result. 

Nowb of the ovorduo steamer 
was eagerly sought when the con- 
ference assembled yoaterday morning, 
and tho consideration of what was to be 
done was given precedence of all other bus! 
nosB. Rov. Mr, Raley reported that his 
special committee was unable to secure any 
word of the steamer's wheroabouts, and re- 
commended that a vossel be sent up at once 
to loeato tho Glad Tidings and render any 
assistance required. Rev. J. F. Bstts 
Btroogly advocated this step, while Rev. 
Ebemzsr Robson thought that thero was no 
particular occasion for alarm. The worst 
that he anticipated, he said, was that the 
steamor had boon obliged to run in for shel- 
ter tOBomo uninhabited point on the coast, 
In which case a shortage of provisions might 
ooour. But Methodist missionaries would 
not starve anywhere ; if worsb came to worst 
they could dig clams. 

Finally, on the motion of Rev. R. R. 
Maitland, seconded by Rov. Joseph Hall, it 
was decided to transmit the following 
messago by wire to Rev. Dr. Sutherland, in 
ohargo of the home mission work, with 
headquarters at Toronto : 

Victoria, May 10, 1895. 
Jtev Dr.SiUhcrland, Mission Rooms, Toronto : 

Urgo Dominion govornmont send search 
party immediately for Glad Tidings. Nine 
misslonailcs aboard. Govornmont btcamer 
Quadra not available. Stoamor must ho 
chartered. (Sd.l S. Cleavkk, 

President li. Ot Conforonce. 

This aotion is necessitated by the absonoe 
from port of the Dominion steamer Quadra, 
wbioh left a fortnight or moro ago for the 
North with tho Canadian boundary commis- 
sion party. No other government steamer 
la available, the Sir James Douglas being in 
need of extensive repairs, and Capt. Gaudln 
not feeling justified in ohartering a steamer 
unless speoially instructed from Ottawa— at 
all events not until the Danube arrives, b.s 
ahe ia now fully due and muat corns over the 
same oourae taken by tho Glad Tidings. 

The latter is a email steam schooner of 
43 tons gross and 27 net, not 
carrying suffioienb sail, however, to 
navigate without her stoam power. 
Sho was built In 1884 at Now Westminster 
under the supervision of Captain Oliver, 
who still commands her, and who has the 
reputation of a competent and experienced 
mariner, especially familiar with the North- 
ern coast. The Glad Tidings is registered 
at this port, No. 88371, and ia deaoribed as 
a wood steamer of the following dimen- 
sions, tho property of the Methodist 
ohurch, Toronto ; length, 67 feet j 
beam, 13 5 ; and dopath, 8 5. She carries a 
white engineer and an Indian crow, and on 
the present trip haB the following passen- 
gers : Rev. Messrs. Crosby, Jennings 
and Pearce, Mr. and Mra. Nicholas, Mr. 
Robinaon, a Salvation Army officor from 
Port Simpaon andtwo Indian looal preachers. 

The steamers Comox and Etta White, 
both of which arrived at Vancouver from 
the North yostorday, brought absolutely no 
tidinga of the overdue steamer.
